IT, a report for innn. the bureau pre- 
sented some of the results of an in- 
vestigation showing that considering 
all Industries. Including those losing 
money, those making money, and those 
coming out even, the average net prof- 
Its did not vary materially from the 
Interest rate for the use of money, he- 
ing 4.S3 per cent. It now figures the 
matter In another way. with respect to 
two of the principal Industries of this 
slate—hoots and shoes, 
and 
cotton 


(roods as shown by the census or issn. 
In the former Industry, the 
figures 


show that each employe produced a. 
value of $548.45, for which he got J47;l. 
This seems to demonstrate that the 
employer made JTri.4.",: whereas, out of 
that amount he still has to pay Inter- 
est, and to provide for business losses 
and depreciation. As n matter of fact, 
taking all things into 
consideration, 


the boot and shoe industry of the state 
showed a loss as a whole. 


Out of an extended examination, wllh 
results of about the same purport con- 
cerning other Industries, the bureau's 
statistician ranches nn industrial axiom 
thus: "The employe does not produce

ploye. This shows a difference between 
stock and value of produce of ?U.i7. for 
which the employe got $4~.

LONDON, July 23—The morning pa- 


l)(;ra generally express satisfaction that 
ilic- Malacca incident has been settled 
In accordance with the demands of 
Great Britain, though them Is an In-, 
cllnatlon to await the settlement of 
the bruiulcr question of 
the passage 


through the Dardanelles of the volun- 
teer lleet steamers before 
believing 


that all danh'er has been averted. This 
feeling is heightened by Premier Bal- 
four's announcement on the adjourn- 
ment of the House of Commons, that 
he still had no official news to com- 
municate either in connection with the 
Malacca Incident or 
with 
volunteer 


fleet steamers in general. 


Some papers are even inclined 
to 


doubt the authenticity of 
the news 


that the Malacca incident has been 
settled, but the Daily Telegraph semi- 
officially explains the apparent 
con- 


tradiction existing between Mr. Bal- 
four's statements nnd the telegrams 
from St. Petersburg.

It Is not expected 
that Judge Parker will talk at length 
nor that he will discuss Intimately any 
of the campaign issues, but will leave 
this to the letter of acceptance which 
will be issued later.

POOR MAN'S REFRIGERATOR. 


Dr. J. ,1. McCarty has evolved a scheme by which poor 
famlllcB 
may 


keep milk from chanslng In hot weather without a refrigerator and without 
Ice. Ho would have a hole fluff In the cellar big enough to hold an earth- 
enware crock. This crock he would have se't down some Inches below the 
surface and filled with uold water from the faucet every morning. 
In this 


water the milk bottles may be placed almost with as good results an In a 
refrigerator. But the water and the hollies must be kept quite clean. 


This scheme would enable 
poor families who can not procure ice to 


UPO cow's milk for small children instead of the patent foods 
which 
are 


used in preference to cows' milk mainly because they are more easily kept 
fresh in hot weather. They are responsible for much of the Infant mortal- 
ity because few If any of them offer a proper substitute for mother's milk. 


THE NEED OF SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Pnrtlinrmhlp should not he allowed to delay the work of provldlnR 
the 


necessary school accommodation In the congested districts. By far the most 
crylns need exists in tho lower Centralvllle district, yet the city council has 
turned down the order for a. loan to build a school there.

THE BOUNTY BILL. 


We Judge from an anonymous letter received that tile Sun's attitude on 


the bounty bill has been misunderstood. The Sun has at no time said 
a 


single word against the bounty hill. In fact we have not at any time dis- 
cussed the merits of the measure. What we did discuss was tbe decision of 
Attorney General Parker that the bill was not legally or properly enacted 
and that for this reason it lias not become law. In 
connection with 
this 


decision we also discussed the court decision by which the town of Ac- 
ton was restrained from paying out S4000 In bounties after It had been given 
permission so to do by the legislature. 


The decision of the attorney general raises a question of legality In enact- 


ment and the Aclon case raises a question of constitutionality on the general 
import of the measure so that, on the whole it is well that the governor and 
council have decided to ask the opinion of the supreme court nut only upon 
the attorney general's point but also upon the general question of consti- 
tutionality. Of course if either point be decided against the 
measure 
Ihe 


other will be Ignored. 
We predict, however, that the attorney general's 


point will be overruled, and If that should happen the court would have to 
pass upon the constitutionality of the measure. 


It can easily be conceived that the state has more extensive powers 


and prerogatives than has any town, and that it may have a legal right to 
pay bounties to soldiers who enlisted during tbe war. whereas a town might 
have no such right. The whole question is one of law yet to he passed upon 
A mere discussion of tbe law points involved cannot 'be construed 
as ap- 


position to the measure itself.

In a recent ad- 
dress Miss Thomas alluded to the in- 
creasing- number of European gentle- 
men who come over here to Investigate 
our Industrial and social conditions and 
find out why it Is the United States ia 
so much more prosperous than the na- 
tions of the old world. She does not 
hesitate to say It la because: 


In the United StatcH, for the first time 


In the history of the world, the girls of 
a great nation, especially in the poorer 
classes, have from their earliest Infancy 
to the ape of eighteen or nineteen received 
tho aamc education as the boys, and the 
ladder lending. In Huxley's words, "from 
the gutter to Iho university" is climbed ai 
easily by a girl as by a boy. 


Dr. Thomas has studied educational 


and sociological statistics carefully. In 
the states west of the Alleghanles tho 
coeducational college Is the rule, and. 
n these Institutions a third of the etu- 
dents are women. 
The result of this 


liberal training for girls already be- 
gins to manifest itself unmistakably, 
prompting the woman college presi- 
dent lo sound a note of warning to the 
east. She says unless the east recog- 
nizes before It is too late the supreme 
value of a college education to both 
men and women "the scepter of Intel- 
lectual and commercial supremacy will 
pass to the'west." 


Other things being equal, the woman 


with the college diploma 
has five 


chances to one over her noncolleglate 
.sfster in the industrial world. The col- 
lege diploma opens all doors. In the 
civil service. In the ranks of the teach- 
er, the physician, lawyer, in clerkships 
of the superior order, in the newly de- 
veloping occupation of the expert san- 
itarian and dietician—even in the ordi- 
nary commercial world—a certified col- 
lege course previous to the special 
training will go far 
1.0 give woman, 


equal advantage with man, "It is 
practically the only road." One is glad 
to record, too, that In our country a 
girl may still work her way through 
college. 


Even though the woman never enter 


the money earning ranks, the college 
education will give her superior Influ- 
ence nnd power of service In $he social 
sphere. Especially she will always be 
able to command the respect of her 
own children because of her knowledge. 


In selecting the kind of college course 


they will pursue It in to be noted that
